A  Fish  Eye's  View  Through  Time 

Mattapoisett's  Swordfish  Weathervane  Harbors  Secrets 


Like  the  Ned's  Point  lighthouse  and  the 
Shipyard  Park  pavilion,  one  of  the  most  recognizable 
landmarks  in  the  town  of  Mattapoisett  is  the  life-sized 
swordfish  weathervane  which  sits  perched  at  the  end  of 
Long  Wharf.  Through  the  long  and  hot  summer  days  it 
gazes  indifferently  out  at  the  activity  in  the  harbor, 
pointing  its  tell-teile  nose  in  whatever  direction  the 
wind  is  blowing. 

But  what  most  local  residents  never  realized  is 
that  the  swordfish  has  been  harboring  secrets  for  the 
last  75  years  ...  in  fact  it  contains  two  small  time 
capsules  which  were  placed  inside  its  hollow  belly  at 
different  times  by  those  who  built  and  later  did  major 
renovations  on  the  historic  structure. 

Like  the  scene  in  Jaivs  when  Richard  Dreyfuss 
and  Roy  Scheider  empHed  the  stomach  contents  of  a 
Great  White  shark,  the  crew  at  Brownell  Boat  Yard,  Inc. 
—  who  annually  do  touch-up  and  refurbishing  work  on 
the  landmark  for  the  town  —  discovered  the  two  time 
capsules  while  beginning  a  major  renovation  project  to 
repair  a  rotted  section  of  the  swordfish's  underbelly. 

The  first  capsule  consisted  of  a  small 
pharmaceutical  vial  containing  a  handwritten  sheet  of 
paper  stamped  with  the  letterhead:  "The  Piers, 
Mattapoisett."  The  note  was  dated  November  29, 1920. 
It  offers  a  concise  history  of  how  the  wooden 
weathervane  came  to  be,  and  who  the  key  players  were 
in  getting  the  fish  carved  and  built. 

"We've  done  repair  work  on  the  swordfish 
every  year  for  the  town,  and  this  is  the  first  time  we 
discovered  the  time  capsules,"  said  Linda  Brownell 
Shea,  the  President  of  Brownell  Boat  Yard,  Inc. 

At  least  this  is  the  first  time  in  the  last  twenty 
years. 

The  second  time  capsule  which  was  found 
hidden  inside  the  swordfish  was  placed  there  in  1976  — 
the  last  time  a  major  repair  effort  was  undertaken. 
Inside  were  photographs  dated  April,  1976  of  the 
Brownell  Boat  Yard  crew  who  were  responsible  for 
renovating  the  weathervane.  The  crew  included  John 
Clark,  Phillip  Mello,  Tom  Borges,  David  Todd  Jr., 
William  Field,  and  Tom  Brownell. 

"I  didn't  even  know  my  brother  was  involved 
with  the  (1976)  time  capsule,"  Ms.  Brownell  said.  "But 
we  were  glad  to  find  both  (capsules)  intact." 

According  to  what  limited  information  is 
contained  in  the  1920  time  capsule,  the  swordfish  was 
modelled  after  an  actual  fish  (an  estimated  560- 
pounder)  caught  about  five  miles  off  of  Noman's  Land 
Island  in  Massachusetts  by  J.  Gilbert  Hinsdale  aboard 
the  schooner  Whistler.  The  wood  from  which  it  was 


crafted  was  first  growth  cedar  taken  from  an  area  near 
the  Rochester/Mattapoisett  town  line.  The 
weathervane  was  built  to  be  placed  atop  Mr.  Hinsdale's 
boat  house,  which  was  once  located  on  Water  Street  in 
Mattapoisett  —  not  very  far  from  where  it  now  sits  at 
the  end  of  Long  Wharf. 

Apparently,  Mr.  Hinsdale  had  the  foresight  to 
place  a  small  time  capsule  in  the  weathervane  upon  its 
completion  in  August  of  1920,  detailing  the  origin  of 
the  "fish  tale,"  so-to-speak.  That  capsule  was 
discovered  by  the  renovation  crew  in  1976,  who  made 
their  own  contribution  to  history  by  adding  updated 
photographs,  marking  the  end  of  another  era  in  the

swordfish's  life. 

For  the  last  eighteen  years  or  so,  the  annual 
repair  work  has  been  delegated  to  Manny  Costa,  a  New 
Bedford  resident  and  shop  foreman  at  Brownell  Boat 
Yard,  Inc.  He  noted  that  they've  usually  done  minor 
cosmetic  work  each  year,  but  this  year  was  the  first 
time  it  needed  major  refinishing  since  he's  taken  over 
the  project. 

"The  whole  bottom  section  was  rotting  from  the 
inside  out ...  and  it  was  literally  soaked  with  water," 
Mr.  Costa  said.  "(This  year)  I'll  be  rebuilding  a  portion 
of  the  bottom  with  foam  and  fiberglass  and  will  clear 
coat  the  entire  (weathervane)." 

Mr.  Costa  spoke  fondly  of  his  annual  "side 
hobby,"  and  added  how  he's  looking  forward  to 
putting  the  landmark  back  into  tip-top  shape.  "It  will 
probably  take  about  eight  hours  all  together  to  repair," 
he  said.  "The  weather  really  does  a  job  on  it ...  between 
the  hot  sun  beating  on  it  for  twelve  hours  a  day  and  the 
snow  and  rain." 

He  joked  that  the  swordfish  —  which  he  only 
refers  to  as  "she"  or  "her"  —  has  become  like  an  old 
friend  whom  he  visits  once  a  year.  "I'll  do  some  work 
on  her  every  day  if  there's  nothing  else  to  do  ...  or  if  I 
need  someone  to  talk  to,"  he  said. 

Mr.  Costa  said  the  renovation  is  slated  to  be 
completed  by  May  1  —  well  ahead  of  the  usual 
Memorial  Day  deadline.  At  that  point  Ms.  Shea  said  it 
would  only  be  proper  to  keep  the  chain  going  by 
placing  a  new  time  capsule  inside  the  swordfish  along 
with  its  1920  and  1976  counterparts. 

"We  already  decided  that  we  would  be  adding 
our  own  (time  capsule)  when  it's  finished,"  she  said.  "I 
think  it's  the  best  way  to  keep  a  record  of  the  work 
that's  been  done."

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  February  13  meeting, 
the  board  met  with  Mark  Rasmussen  of  the  Buzzards  Bay  Action 
Committee  (BBAC),  David  Janick  of  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project  (BBP), 
and  Conservation  Commission  Agent  Laurell  J.  Farinon  to  discuss 
the  town's  needs  for  the  upcoming  year. 

Mr.  Janick  noted  that  in  the  past,  the  BBP  has  enabled 
towns  to  successfully  gamer  grants  for  Stormwater  Remediation 
Projects,  Herring  Restoration,  and  Nitrogen  Management.  Likewise, 
Mr.  Rasmussen  said  the  BBAC  could  assist  in  helping  the  town 
prepare  a  conservation  restriction  by-law  and  update  its  Open  Space 
Plan. 

"(Rochester)  is  working  on  an  Open  Space  Plan  now,  and 
it's  very  important  to  a  town  like  Rochester  which  has  a  lot  to 
protect,"  Ms.  Farinon  said.

The  other  recommendation  Mr.  Rasmussen  had  was  to 
designate  a  waste  oil  recycling  center  in  town  so  people  could 
deposit  their  used  motor  oil.  He  recommended  a  central  location  like 
Town  Hall  or  the  Highway  Bam. 

"1  think  it's  a  good  idea,  but  only  if  you  can  ensure  that  the 
oil  conung  in  isn't  contaminated,"  said  Selectman  Murphy. 
"Otherwise,  if  it's  sitting  around  in  a  barrel  and  gets  contaminated 
with  water  or  anti-freeze,  the  town  will  have  to  pay  to  have  it 
removed.  That's  gets  pretty  expensive." 

Mr.  Rasmussen  agreed  to  check  into  the  liability  factor 
with  existing  towns  which  have  an  oil  recycling  center  already  in 
use. 

At  7:15  pm  Scott  Weigel,  Albert  Weigel,  and  John  Morse  of 
the  Fire  Department  came  before  the  board  to  present  an  article  for 
the  upcoming  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant  allocating  $182,000  to 
purchase  a  new  1250  gallon-per-minute  pumper/ tanker  to  replace 
an  existing  1962  vehicle. 

"We  want  to  gradually  replace  our  old  and  outdated 
vehicles,"  Mr.  Morse  said.  'This  will  repbce  another  old  piece  of 
equipment ...  like  we  did  last  year  with  the  new  engine." 

Selectman  Hawkes  wanted  to  know  if  the  money  would  be 
taken  from  available  funds  or  put  on  the  warrant  as  an  override.  The 
men  said  whatever  funding  could  be  allocated.  Chairman  Hughes 
noted  that  they  could  accept  the  article  as  written,  and  discuss  the 
best  source  for  the  funding  with  the  Finance  Committee  prior  to 
Town  Meettng. 

On  the  same  note.  Chairman  Hughes  informed  the  three 
men  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  considering  donating  the  1952 
Ward  LaFrance  engine  —  which  was  replaced  this  past  year  with  a 
new  pumper/tanker  —  back  to  Fairhaven  as  a  museum  and  parade 
piece.  "I'd  like  to  give  it  back  to  Fairhaven  outright,"  Chairman 
Hughes  said.  "They  originally  sold  it  to  us  for  next  to  nothing ...  and 
1  think  it  would  be  nice  to  see  it  kept  on  as  a  piece  of  both 
Rochester's  and  Fairhaven's  history."

After  making  some  minor  corrections  in  the  document,  the 
board  unanimously  voted  to  accept  and  approve  it  as  submitted. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the  board 
received  certification  of  their  Free  Cash  as  of  July  1, 1994  in  the

Speech,  occupational  and  physical 
therapists  talk  to  the  classes.  Christie  LoCicero,  a 
deaf  student  fronn  ORR  High  School,  and  her 
interpreter  will  speak  to  the  classes  and  Ray  Collins, 
who  is  blind,  will  be  bringing  his  seeing  eye  dog  to 
class.  Two  parents  of  children  with  disabilities  — 
one  of  whon\  is  a  third  grader  with  cerebral  palsy  — 
wiU  also  visit  the  classes. 

Children  are  given  homework  assignments 
about  each  day's  events.  The  curriculum  is  carried 
into  specialists'  classes  as  well  —  for  instance,  the 
children  had  to  create  clay  figures  with  their  eyes 
closed  in  art  class.  The  curriculum  was  created 
several  years  ago  through  the  efforts  of  Volunteers  at 
Sippican  Elementary  (VASE).  It  has  expanded  over 
the  years  and  now  continues  over  several  weeks. 
Classroom  teachers  are  more  involved  than  ever 
before.  They  use  the  topic  in  many  classroom 
assignments,  such  as  reading.
